— de-sir  ability  of  co-operation  between  Civil  and  Military  SaniLtapy  Serv- 
ices, the  Medical  Officer  responsible  for  the  health  of  the  troops  in 
this  District  has  "'.'een  jcept  informed  as  to  ail  cases  of  Infectious 
Diseases  occurrj.v  in  the  Borough, 

'PRBVALEIDE  All)  CONTROL  OVER  IITBHROULQSIS . 

Notifications  vmre  received  in  respect  of  12  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis, 7 of  these  being  Rilmonary  and  5 non-pulmonary. 

In  1917  the  corresponding  figures  were  21  (11  a.nd  10)  . 

In  the  early  part  of  1916  the  County  Authorities  undertook 
the  supervision  of  Tuberculosis  cases.  A copy  of  the  notifioaiions  of 
Tuberculosis  received  each  week  id  forv^arded  to  the  County'-  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  subsequently  the  patients  are  visited  by  the 
Count 5“  Tuberculosis  Officer  who  exaiaines  them,  and  recommends  and 
arivmges  for  the  removal  of  such  -persons  as  are  likely  to  benefit,  to- 
a suitable  Sanatorium. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  patients  are  visited  by  a Nurse, 
aot-ing  under  the  Coun-by  Tuberculosis  Officer,  who  instructs  them  as 
to  -Ghe  necessary  precautionary  measures. 

11  houses  with  bedding  etc.,  have  been  disinfected  after  the 
death,  change  of  address,  or  removal  to  a Sanatorium,  of  persons  suff- 
ering from  Tuberculosis. 


ITAL,  STATISTICS. 


O'ving  to  the  War,  which  has  caused  a considerable  ird.p'ration 
of  persons  vrho  formerly  resided  in  the  Borough,  attempts  to  form  an 
est^ate  of  the  population  have  been  rendered,  much  more  difficult.  The- 
Registrar  G-eneral,  has,  however,  supplied  Medical  Officers  of  Heaith 
v^th  figures  which  are  calculated  to  over  come  this  difficultje. 


These  figures  comprise  two  estimates;  one  marked  "Birth  Rate" 
12,127,  and  the  other  marked  "Death  Rate"  - 10,823,  and  the  ^irth  Rate 
and  Dea/bh.Date  in  this  Report  are  respectively  based  on  these  figures. 


162  vfere  reerlstered  during  tho  past  year,  of  ■''rhich 

88  wore  males  and  74  females. 

This  number  gives  a Birth-rate  of  15l3  per  1000  per  annum, 
of  the  population,  which  is  2.5  higher  than  the  birth-rate  for  1917. 

bSATH  RATE. 

184  Deaths  were  registered  as  belonging  to  the  Borough  dunlng- 
the  year;  96  of  these  being  males  and  88  females. 

It  must  be  r ember ed  that  these  figures  refer  to  Oivilian 
deaths  only,  and  this  npnber  gives'  a Death-rate  of  17.0  per  1000  per 
annum. 

This  figure  is  3*5  above  the  death-rate  for  1017,  and  3;4 
abovR  the  average  for  the  last  10  yaars  (1908-1917) , but  is  also  „6 
below  the  death-rate  (17.6)  for  England  and  Wales' 

Compared  with  1917,  the  figures  for  the  present  y''ar  ahow  an 
increase  in  deaths  from  Influenza,  Rilmonary  Tuberculosis  and  Bronolv-^. 
it  is,  and  a slight  increase  in  deaths  from  Cancer. 

mqbtality. 

14  cLfjaths  occurred  during  the  year  of  Infants  under  1 year  of 
age,  atnd  this  is  equal  to  a rate  of  86,  (estimated  on  the  number  of 
births  registered)  . 

This  is  a decrease  (of  4 per  1000- -births)  on  the  figures  for 
1917,  and  a decrease  ^f- 15  upon  the  average  for  the  past  lO  ^yearo  (103.)-.

again  been  given  by  several  ladies,  who  have  continued  to  provide  tea/ 
as  in  previous  years.

roiOTIO  DEATH  DATE. 

During;  the  year  3 deaths  were  referable  to  the  seven 
principal  Zyriotic  diseases,  viz:-  Smallpox;  Scarlet  Fever;  Diphtheria 
and  MeiTibranGUS  Croup;  T^'^phus,  Tjophoid  and  Continued  Fever;  Ivlen.sles ; 
Whoopiner  Oou^h;  and  Diarrhoea;  these  deaths  bein42:  comprised  as 
fallows 

Diphtheria,  - 1 ; i'-hoopiru^;  Cough,  1 ; Diarrhoea,  1. 

This  gives  a ^jymot'^o  Death  Rate  of  .27;  figures  vrhich  ari-e 
,45  below  those  for  1917,  whilst  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten 
years  was  .79.

GOMl/ION  LODGING-HOUSES. 

There  is  one  Common  LodRinf^'-House  in  the  Borouyh.  Ih.is  is 
o^vned  by  a Oonipany,  with  a Manager  in  charge. 

There  is  accommodation  for  266  persons,  ■ including  243  Binmle 
beds  for  ma-les,  10  beds  in  married  quarters,  and  3 single,  beds  for 
females . 

There  are  also  furnished  apartments  for  24  persons.  The 
house  has  been  visited  frequently  by  m^/self  and  the  Polio 't,  under 
whose  supervision  the  premises  are  registered.  There  have  been  do 
serious  contraventions  of  the  Bye-laws  and  the  premises  hav''  been 
fairly  vrell  kept. 

No  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  reported  in  connection 
with  the  Common  Lodging-House  during  the  year. 


SLADOHTBR-HQVSRS . 

In  addition  to  the  four  Slaughterhouses  at  the  Public 
Abattoirs,  there  were  4 private  Slaughter-houses  used  for  the  slaugh- 
tering of  animals  intended  for  human  consimiption. 

In  the  latter  of  the  year  the  Pablic  Abattoirs  were 

talcen  over  as  a Government  Slaughterhouse , killing  in  IPrivate 
Slaughterhouses  from  that  date  ceasing.  Ovring  to  the  fact  that  the 
slaughtering  thus  became  centralised,  the  inspection  of  meat  was 
greatly  facilitated.  In  ray  opinion  it  is  most  desirable  that  such 
centralised  slaughtering  should  continue.

There  are  still  2b  Bakehouses  'on  the  Register,  none  of  ''-rhich 
are  undergro-''-' 1. 

These  ha'^'-e  been  frequently  visited  and  found  to  be  kept  in 
a satisfactory  condition. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

There  is  only  one  place  (in  the  Salford  district)  where  the 
business  of  Tripe  Boiling  is  carried  on,  and  that  is  only  on  on^e 
day  in  the  week.  (Thursday), 

The  requirements  of  the  Bye-laws,  made  with  resx^ect  to 
Offensive  Trades,  ha^e  been  fairly  well  carried  out. 

HOUSE  REFUSE. 

House  Refuse  is  , deposited  in  covered  ashtubs,  the  ccntor.t'.’ 
of  ■'’’•hioh  are  removed  foortnightly . There  are  alee  a few  dry  ashpi^.B 
but  these  are  abolished  and  ashtubs  installed  where  p)OSveible. 

There  are  2,866  ashtubs,  and  1,018  excreta  paJ-ls  in  use  in 
the  Borough, 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  in  the  removal 
of  house  refuse,  nightsoil,  etc.. 


House  Refuse  moved  from  JBouses  and 

taken  to  tips  at  Harehill  and  Henthome 2236  loads. 

Nightsoil  taken  from  pail  closets  and 

placed  in  the  Sewer 875  drags.

FISH  OFFAL. 

The  fish  offal  from  the  local  fishmongers  is  deposited  dail 
in  a drag  in  the  Gas  Works  grounds,  betv»’een  the  hours  of  7-0  a.m. 
aiid  9-0  a.m.  and  is  after'''’ards  remc^i^ed  by  the  Council’s  ser-rnnts. 

SMOKE  OBGHRVATIONS. 

No*  Smoke  obser'T-ations  vrere  made  during  the  yecsr, 

DAIRIES  AND  GO^^^SHEDS  . 

There  are  50  Registered  Oo'^'^'sheds  in  the  Borough,  •■?’ith  acc- 
ommodation for  about  450  Cattle. 

In  a large  number  of  cawses  the  lighting,  ventilation,  and 
air-space  of  these  Oo’^rsheds,  lea'^T-es  much  to  be  desired. 

On  inspection  it  was  found  that  the  half-yearly  limer'''’ ashing 
as  required  by  the  Bye-laws,  was  fairly  satisfactorily  carried  out. 

On  many  inspections  of  the  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  I wg..s  acc- 
ompanied by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  was  making  an  inspect 
ion  of  the  District,  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council, 

IfILKSHOPS . 

There  are  no  Milkshops  on  the  Register,  and.  I am  not  aware 
of  any  premises  being  used  for  such  purposes. 

FACTORIES  AND  V'^ORKSHOPS. 

There  are  65  Factories  and  76  Workshops  (Registered) , 
together  with  29  Workplaces,  in  the  Borough,  making  a total  of  170 
premises  which  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Factories  'and  Workshops 
Act,  1901. 

Three  Notices  were  issued  during  the  year,  1 for  a Factory 
and  2 for  Workshops. 

The  defects  met  with  were;- 

Factory  - Choked  waterclosets . 

V'^orkshops  - Premises  requiring  linewashing. 

All  notices  were  complied  with,
